(This is the final installment of the article by W. B. Millar. 
Consulting Geologist; the first and second installments ap- 
peared in our August and September 1952 numbers.) 


Petrovo Selo Mine 


The asbestos ore at Petrovo Selo is found over a con- 
siderable area of serpentine, always as short fibre with 
ribbon structure. The main zone in which prospecting and 
development work are underway is 1200 m long and runs 
SW-NE along the side of a ridge. As usual, adits are used 
to build up ore reserves and more than 2 kms of them have 
been mined at a cost of 4000 dinars per meter. Altogether 
about 15,000,000 dinars have so far gone into the mining 
operations but at no place are the preparations completed 
to mine open-cut. 

Several areas have been selected for mining and in 
each case the zone of fibre seen is not very wide (14 m, 
24 m, and perhaps 40 m) and all dipping into the ridge. 
Obviously open-cut mining will finally have to give way to 
underground mining, but with the new mill, now getting 
the machinery installed, requiring only 170 tons a day 
that problem is getting little, if any, attention. 

The richest fibre area seen is at the SW end of the 
1200 m zone and consists of short chrysotile with ribbon 
structure in a band 14 m thick and 90 m long and dipping 
into the ridge at 41 degrees. The ore has been followed 
down the dip for 30 meters by an adit now full of water. 
Part of the 14 m width is obviously fairly rich in short 
fibre and should run at least 10%. The average for the 
14 m is reported at 6%, which is quite possible. About 
120,000 tons of ore is expected to come from this point by 
open-cut methods. 

The examination work progressed from the above 
area along the side of the ridge going NE toward the mill. 
Occasional outcrops and shallow cuts and trenches show 
a little fiberization following single fractures but nowhere 
up to a minable concentration. Apparently the ore zones 
are restricted to ribbon structure areas, and these are 
separated by hundreds of meters of very low grade or

A long continuous benching operation 
thus seems out of the question and each concentration will 
have to be mined as a unit. 


The next ore zone investigated is 24 meters wide as 
seen in an adit and is reported to carry 5% of short fibre. 
The dump outside is fairly rich in fibre but hardly any of 
it up to 4”’ in length. The quality of fibre here, as else- 
where on the property, is somewhat brittle and cannot 
have more than half the strength of typical Canadian 
fibres of the same length. The tonnage expected to be 
recovered at this zone by open-cut methods is reported as 


100,000. 


Another long adit, or really drift, studied follows a 
fiberized zone parallel to the side of the hill and about 
20 m below the surface. The ribbon structure is by no 
means continuous and it is only possible to estimate that 
the ore recovered when the hillside is cleaned off and an 
open-cut established will be rather low grade and prob- 
ably will have to be sorted in the quarry to bring the mill 
feed to an acceptable 2% to 3%. There should be a con- 
siderable tonnage of such material as the zone, probably 
steeply dipping, is reported as 40 m wide. 


There are many other mine workings at Petrovo Selo 
and it was not possible to see all of them. Some were col- 
lapsed, others simply followed very minor seams of fibre 
presumably in the hope that better concentrations would 
be found. In one instanee a really rich zone of ribbon rock 
was encountered carrying some No. 1 Crude, but its width 
is less than a meter and all around it for many meters is 
barren serpentine. 

The mill at this property is a duplicate of the one at 
the Bogoslovac mine. One difference is that no dump room 
is available below the mill and hence the tailings are to be 
mixed with water and pumped up and over a ridge into 
a nearby little valley. Not having seen how fine the dis- 
charge from the ‘‘bird cage’’ fiberizers will be, it is not 
possible to judge whether such a system of waste disposal 
will prove satisfactory. The mill will not be completed 
for several months, which will give the miners time, per-

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haps, to withdraw from their adits and begin the prepara- 
tion for open-cutting. 

It seems to the writer unfortunate that the common 
tools of exploration, such as diamond drills, were not 
available at Petrovo Selo. An orderly drill program with 
possibly an adit or two would have given a better picture 
of ore conditions in much less time and at much less 
expense. 


Goc Prospect 

This prospect, about 220 kms SE from Belgrade, was 
actually the first place visited but is here noted last as 
being apparently of least interest. Treneching and adits 
have been utilized to explore in three places a serpentine 
mass several kilometers long. The fibre showings are very 
minor in character, all short fibre, and at no place could 
the writer envisage even the beginnings of an ore body. 
3ecause of the size of the serpentine mass and the fact that 
at least part of the fibre seen is along a contact with the 
old schists, it was possible to recommend further relatively 
inexpensive trenching in the unknown areas which lie 
between the three points at which work has been centered 
to date.

DMPA TO MILL ARIZONA ASBESTOS 


According to Jack L. Neal, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Arizona Asbestos Producers Association, the Govern- 
ment announced on August 28th that it is considering 
establishing a mill and purchasing facilities in Arizona to 
handle chrysotile asbestos from independent producers in 
that state. 

Jess Larson, Defense Materials Procurement Ad- 
ministrator, says the United States is almost wholly de- 
pendent on foreign sources for high grade, long fibre, 
low-in-iron asbestos of the kind known to exist in many 
places in Arizona. 

It has been mined only on a very limited scale and it 
is hoped that the contemplated program not only will 
stimulate increased production from known deposits but 
speed up the search for others. 

The material has many military and commercial uses 
for which no satisfactory substitute has been found. 

Other grades of asbestos while more plentiful in 
North America also are in great demand and large 
amounts are imported each year.

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The principal reason that more deposits in Arizona 
are not being worked now is that there are not adequate 
facilities in the area for processing the raw material. 

It is planned that Defense Materials Procurement 
Administration will contract with a private firm for the 
establishment of a modern processing plant in which any 
raw asbestos found in the region can be treated to meet 
specifications of the national stockpile and industrial re- 
quirements. 

Funds have been set aside to enable Defense Materials 
Procurement Administration to enter negotiations for a 
floor-price contract with private industry for up to 5,000 
tons of number 1 spinning grade chrysotile asbestos, the 
material most needed in the defense program, and 35,000 
tons of commercial grade asbestos. 

The program also contemplates the establishment of 
any necessary buying and disposal facilities. 

Mr. Larson said his agency is discussing the program 
with a number of asbestos processors and it is hoped that 
contract negotiations can be started in the near future. 


MARINITE PLANT IN SCOTLAND 


Johns-Manville has joined with Cape Asbestos Co., 
Ltd., of London, to form Marinite Limited. This company 
will manufacture Marinite in a plant at Glasgow. Event- 
ually about 200 will be employed at this plant. 

Cape Asbestos will supply some asbestos fibre and 
diatomite. J-M will supply the balance. 

Location of the plant in Scotland will mean that 
British interests may purchase Marinite against payment 
in sterling instead of in dollars.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 

In general, business activity is not only at a high level 
but seems to be trending upward. Steel production has 
reached pre-strike levels and is rapidly reeovering the 
ground lost during the strike. This has led to an upward 
trend in capital expenditures and a feeling of optimism 
in most lines extending forward at least six months. Con- 
sumer purchasing is on the upgrade. However, financial 
market movements do not reflect this activity to any great 
extent due to the tax situation which spells lower net pro- 
fits for a very substantial number of corporations. 
ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 

During July a noticeable pick-up in demand for the 
lower grades of fibre became evident and is still continu- 
ing. September production is running ahead of the average 
for the first six months and demand is equal or better than 
supply in all grades, including most types of shorts. 

With the pick-up in practically all lines of business, it 
is expected that full production will be in demand for the 
balance of the year. 

ASBESTOS — MANUFACTURED GOODS. 

Asbestos Textiles. There is still a heavy demand for 
asbestos textiles especially the pure grades and it is ex- 
pected to continue for the balanee of the year because of 
defense program requirements. 





Asbestos Brake Lining. There appears to be a slight 
increase in purchasing, but inventories are remaining at 
a Safe level. 

Asbestos Paper. The paper market continues steady 
but at a reduced level. There is very little change in the 
Millboard market. At the present time demands for As- 
bestos Saturated Paper exceeds production and is expected 
to continue thru November or until such time as winter 
weather sets in. 

Insulation. High Pressure. Orders are about equal or 
slightly better than maximum production and expect to 
remain the same for the next month or two. Business may 
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fall off with anticipated slackening of construction. 

Insulation. Lower Pressure. The flow of orders is 
satisfactory and indications point to continued steady busi- 
ness for several months. The seasonal pick-up came late 
and was not as heavy as in former years. 

Asbestos Cement Products. The market for siding 
continues strong, both for re-siding and new homes, parti- 
cularly for new colors. The demand is far ahead of eapa- 
city on glazed finish type of siding. The asbestos plastic 
roofing shingle is growing in popularity. 

The demand for corrugated and flat about equals pro- 
duction and there is a backlog of orders at present. 

The pressure pipe market is still strong. Sales are 
seasonally high for flue and house connection pipe, with 
the conduit market remaining steady. 

Asphalt Tile. The demand for asphalt tile continues 
heavy and it now appears that industry sales will exceed 
the 1951 record. 

The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

Construction contracts awarded in the 37 states east 
of the Rockies during August were $1,438,725,000 or 5 per 
cent less than July, but 14 per cent more than August 
1951, according to F. W. Dodge Corporation, construction 
news and marketing specialists. 

The eight-month 1952 total of awards was 
$10,708,588,000 or 6 per cent below the comparable 1951 
figure. 

Individual awards in August showed non-residential 
contracts at $519,940,000 or 8 per cent less than July but 
9 per cent more than August last year; residential awards 
of $627,596,000 were 3 per cent more than July and 11 per 
eent more than August 1951; public and private works 
and utilities at $291,189,000 were 14 per cent less than 
July but 33 per cent more than August a year ago. 

Comparing individual awards for eight months this 
year against eight months 1951: non-residential, 
$3,781,601,000, down 26 per’ cent; _ residential, 
$4,597,711,000, up 4 per cent; public and private works 
and utilities, $2,347,276,000, up 21 per cent.

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FP. L. CURTIS, RUBBER INDUSTRY PIONEER DIES 


Frederick L. Curtis, retired vice-president of Raybestos- 
Manhattan, Inc., and former general manager of the Manhattan 
Rubber Division died September 20 at his home. He was 84 
years old. 

Mr. Curtis was believed to be the oldest pioneer in the 
American Rubber Industry, having started as a shipping room 
boy with the New York Belting & Packing Company 70 years ago 
in Newtown, Conn. 

He was the last of the pioneers who were officers or em- 
ployees of The Manhattan Rubber Mfg.
